The Literary Guidepost

"THE VOYAGE," by Charles Morgan: (Macmillan: 
$2.50). 
rj*OR the four years ending June I, 1940, Charles 
* 
Morgan worked at a novel he publishes today in 
America. When ‘ Tile Voyage” was begun there was 
a France, and the book was to be dedicated to a pair 
of Frenchmen. 
When the book was finished there 
was no France worth the name and the author felt 
bound to take the names of the persons for whom 
the book was written out of the dedication — although 
the reason is difficult to see. since surely even Hitler 
does not punish innocent recipients of such an at­ 
tention. 
Mr. Morgan Is a master oT the finicking sort of 
English prose, the distinction between himself and 
others of his general type being that he can use this 
sort of prose to represent ideas of some .strength 
This process is precisely that of an artist who stipples 
in his backgrounds 
a tiny word, u delicate phrase, 
a small spot here and another there. 
rills time he is writing about provincial France in 
the days alter the fall of Napoleon III, and the Paris 
of the same jieriod. His chief male is a vine grower 
who has, literally, no fear. He does what he believes I* 
right so directly that a good many of the neighbors 
believe him "simple.” 
The girl Is named Therese De.spreux, child of the 
village cure and Ins housekeeper. She is impulsive in 
every sense, including her amours. She also is bril­ 
liant, and attracts men as much by the radiance 
which she sheds like radium itself, as by her more 
physical attractions. Therese begins as a milliner's 
assistant and becomes a celebrated singer in the cafe- 
concerts of the eighties, and it is these two very 
different jieople who must come together to make Mr. 
Morgan’s novel. 
He manages the job of uniting them, and every­ 
thing is reasonably plausible at the end. 
But he 
does a much better joe of making the vine country 
along Hit Chamite palpable to the reader, and he 
has real success with his portraits of the French men 
and women of the neighborhood. These portraits have 
a little of the quality of Julian Green’s earlier work, 
although they are not so invariably sober. 
Perhaps 
this success comes about because the French nature 
is made up o! small, intricately enmeshed strands, 
and Mr. Morgan’s method is exactly suited to it.

STORM WINDOWS, 
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Wednesday 8th 
This has been the most idle day I have spent since I left home. Our 
Corp having been withdrawn from the front a few days since to re­ 
organize and rest. 
No casualties have occurred and consequently no 
wounded have come to the hospitals. 
A number of men reduced by 
diarrhea and other slight diseases are in their tents convalescing and 
the need of our spiritual assistance does not exist as during an engage­ 
ment. I obtain a late number of the Christian Advocate and Journal from 
Chaplain Brittain and enjoyed the luxury of its perusal for several hours, 
the first luxury of the kind I have had in the field. Paid a visit to the 
.several hospitals during the day, dispensing some small favors to the 
soldiers. Met Bentley from Clearfield in the hospital. 
Thursday 9th 
Was busily engaged in attending to Hie calls of the men which were 
made at the tent. Some stores having arrived the previous evening we 
were enabled to continue our ministrations to the soldiers more liberally 
than before. Among other things, was a large box of religious ]>aix*rs. 
In the morning I took my arms full and went through the hospitals to 
distribute them. A general eagerness was manifested to get them. Every 
soldier was not only willing to read, but smiled at the opportunity of get­ 
ting something of this kind to occupy his mind and cheer his heart. No 
better contribution can Ik* made for the eomlort of the .soldier than to 
provide them with tile luxury of religious papers. The mind and soul 
us well as the body needs nourishment in the army. In tin* afternoon 
wrote letters to General Patton, I. B. McEnally and my wife. In the eve­ 
ning walked over to the Reserve Camp three fourths of a mile distant to 
see the Clearfield men.

“HOME GUARD" 


Authorities Say 28th 
Division Would Pro­ 
tect State 


Harrisburg, Oct. 20 JAP)- Penn­ 
sylvania military authorities, busy 
with draft plans and arrangements 
for .sending Keystone state soldiers 
to camp for a year, have advised 
Governor James against establishing 
a home guard, it was learned today. 
There 
were approximately 
two 
regiments of infantry, and other 
units, in the World war Pennsylvania 
reserve militia Hint guarded the home 
fires while the National Guard was 
overseas. 
Some discussion of a .similar outfit 
to defend the state while the Guard 
again is in federal service, beginning 
early in January, has cropped up 
since conscription started. 
Congress has left it up to each 
state to decide whether it wants 
a home guard, but Governor James 
has not derided whether to call for 
such a force. 
While some Pennsylvania troops 
will go to camp in other states upon 
entering federal service, most of 
them, comprising the 28th division, 
will occupy Hie military reservation 
at Indiantown Gap. 
The troops’ 
presence there, some military au­ 
thorities have thought, would give 
the state enough of a “home guard” 
without incurring the expense of 
setting up a new force. The federal 
government would supply equipment, 
but the state would have to provide 
uniforms. 
More immediately concerned with 
today’s lottery at Washington that 
determines Hie order in which draft 
registrants will be called for military 
service, officers at selective service 
headquarters in Hie capitol notified 
each local board that is lo choose 
a “leader” for the group it sends 
of! to camp. 
The temporary non-commissioned 
officers are to be chosen on the 
basis of their age, experience, char­ 
acter and personality.”

The Shenandoah National park 
had 950.807 visitors, a gain of about 
40,000; the Colonial National His­ 
torical park had 523,440, a gain of 
about 115,000, and the Yorktown 
National cemetery had 3,246, a gain 
of about 2.000.

Pittsburgh, Oct. 29 (AP)—In a 
precedent-making 
decision. 
Chief 
Justice William I. Schaffer of the 
state .supreme court today ruled that 
a child cannot recover damages for 
pre-natal injuries. 
Justice Schaffer affirmed a West­ 
moreland 
county 
court 
decision 
denying damages to Daniel Berlin, 
who was injured before birth when 
his mother fell in a J. C. Penney 
company store, in Greensburg. The 
child’s father asked $25,000 dam­ 
ages. 
Justice Schaffer commented that 
under early common law the moth­ 
er and child until birth were con­ 
sidered as one but said: 
“However, there is no warrant for 
holding, independent of a statute, 
that a cause of action for pre-natal 
injuries to a child accrues at birth." 
The question had never before 
been presented to an apix-llant court 
in Pennsylvania, Justice Schaffer 
said.

LETTER TO 
THE CLERGY 


I am presum ing to w rite to you and to m y 
brethren of the m inistry only because the 
subject at hand is of such grave im portance, 
As m inisters of the church we are vitally con­ 
cerned w ith the prosent decision regarding 
the m aintenance of the ancient third term 
principle. 
Religion guvs birth to democracy and religion 
depends upon democracy for its strength in the 
future. The church has always been the cradle 
and citadel of democracy. 
Now we face a threat to American Democ­ 
racy. No man has ever before attempter! to 
perpetuate himself and a vast political machine 
in power by seeking a third term . Bars are 
being let down, forces are being set in motion 
which can result in dictatorship. 
An American dictatorship would probably be 
rn* re subtle and It ss crude than elsewhere, but 
none the less totalitarian. The technique is 
alw ays th e sam e. F ive th o u san d years of 
recorded history r* veal the method. Well inten­ 
tioned at first, benevolent in appearance and 
perhaps in purpose, it inevitably results in the 
loss of the people's liberties. 
Freedom of speech, freedom of assembly, 
freedom of worship, these, cannot be tolerated 
by dictatorships, for their exercise would under­ 
mine their power. It is obvious why dictators 
cancel them. Regimented business, regimented 
labor, destroyed labor unions, regimented farm­ 
ing, dependence upon vast cynical city political 
machines in the name of idealism, all of these 
a*e in the picture of a developing American- 
styled dictatorship. 
When a President after eight years can im­ 
pose his will upon a bewildered arid fundamen­ 
tally unwilling party once famed for its freedom 
of thought, it is in essence a dictatorship, 
rationalise it as we will. 
We arc not approaching this m atter as parti­ 
sans. Ministers ought not to engage in partisan 
politics, most of us believe. Nor is this an issue 
regarding the Executive as a man who many 
ministers personally admire. We arc dealing 
With a principle involving something far more 
fundamental than partisanship. The question 
is, “Shall we lower the bars and permit a ven­ 
ture that can lead this nation in the future, 
under unknow n personalities who may be 
motivated not by our traditions of freedom 
but by the cynicism of power, to the abrogation 
of democratic and religious institutions?" 
I personally feel this so strongly that I would 
not vote for my own brother for a third term. 
No man or men have immunity to the corrosion 
of power upon their souls. No man or men 
should take a stand against a basic tradition 
of our democracy.

THIRD TERM 


T he third-term tradition is p a rt of the arm or 
of Freedom . It is a restraint against tile * buss 
of p o w e r. . . as such it finds m any forms, 
w ritten or unwritten. Free men have always 
sought means to prevent political machines 
from perpetuating themselves in office. 
The chief value of constitutions, written or 
unw ritten, aside Iron* prescribing the jurisdic­ 
tion of various officers, and so preventing con­ 
flict. and chaos, is that they place limitations 
upon power ^ 
Human liberty may be legally defined as a 
restraint upon governmental power. When it is 
without restraint, there F no liberty, as witness 
Germany today. 
The anti-third term tradition is one of those 
restraints. W ashington, Jefferson and Jackson 
formulated it, but the three or four hundred 
million Americans who have lived since 1787 
have silently ratified it. It is like the common 
law. In not less ‘hun 34 states it is expressly 
w ritten in their constitutions. 
If there is any section of thc.country that has 
the obligation of history and party loyalty to 
oppose a third-term for-any-President, it is the 
Southern states. Although most of the states of 
the Union have constitutional provisions limit­ 
ing the tenure in office of their chief executives, 
ti iii* principle was extended to the presidency 
itself by the Constitution of the Confederate 
States. They made it impossible, even in war­ 
time, for President Jefferson Davis, or anyone 
else, to fasten himself upon the sovereign nation 
they were attem pting to create. They intended 
to make it impossible for any man to obtain an 
unbreakable grip upon government. 
It is not strange, therefore, th at the Demo­ 
crats of the South are especially concerned at 
the threatened violation of what they have 
always considered an im portant principle of 
free government. 
Not only is there this historical background 
out it is also the truth that the principle has 
been urged more powerfully by the Democrats 
than by Republicans. No two men did more to 
establish it as the unwritten law of the whole 
country than the two greatest names in the 
Democratic Party, Jefferson and Jackson, txith 
of whom had two terms and could easily have 
had u third. Both of them repeatedly urged 
th at tile principle he expressly written into the 
Federal Constitution. 
For a hundred and fifty years it has been the 
Democratic Party which has made the chief 
fight against building up too great power in the 
central government. As a party, it was the first 
to declare in its platform of 1896 that it is the 
“ unw ritten law of this Republic th a t no man 
should be eligible Fir u third term of the Presi 
dential office." This principle was again asserted 
in the platform of 1912.
